There has been much discussion regard­ 
ing the origin of Easter eggs. 
They sim­ 
ply originated frcin the fact th at for cen­ 
turies it was impossible to obtain permission 
from the priests to eat eggs during holy 
week. 
This rigid observance led to the 
habit of preserving eggs cooked, which 
could neither he eaten or sold. 
L’hey com­ 
menced to be colored under the reign of 
Louis XIV. of France. 
The first individ­ 
ual who sold red eggs was named Las- 
thenes, who had established a little stand 
near one of the bridges crossing the Seine. 
This innovation met with great success, 
and Saint Simon tells us in his Memoires 
th at it was the custom on Easter eve to 
erect pyiam ids of colored eggs in the cab­ 
inet of Louis X IV ., who afterward pre­ 
sented them to his courtiers. 
Since that 
time 
EASTER EGGS 
Have passed through so many stages of 
perfection th at they are no longer in reality 
eggs, hut boxes of bonbons, pieces of jew­ 
elry, exquisite article of art, often reaching 
in value to the amount of a comfortable 
fortune. 
The same as before the holidays, 
when everything exposed in the shop win­ 
dows was marked “ Etrennes utiles” (use­ 
ful holy-day presents), from a simple artifi­ 
cial flower to hats, dresses, cloaks and 
gentlemen’s shirts, so now are tiiese same 
windows filled with objects not much less 
im portant marked “ Cadeaux de Paques 
with the exception, however, th at to each 
object is attached, in some corner or other, 
a little nest of straw containing two or 
three sugar eggs. 
Many Parisians never 
fail 
to visit 
the 
different celebrated 
houses 
of 
bonbons 
previous 
to 
the 
jour de Van 
to admire 
the 
marvel­ 
ous 
and 
original 
boxes 
filled 
with 
sweetmeats and destined to decorate the 
boudoir of some dame a la mode ; iheir 
curiosity is equally excited at the time of 
Easter, for it is another occasion for an ex­ 
change of presents, and although the ob­ 
jects are generally frivolous and fragile, 
they succeed in easily emptying the purse 
of the buyer. 
Those handsome boxes, 
covered usually w ith different 
colored 
satin, have on their lids a nest containing 
miniature eggs, which is an absolution for 
the impropriety one may be guilty of in 
placing perhaps a necklace of diamonds 
within. 
There are to be seen besides min­ 
iature wagons of wood, to which are a t­ 
tached 
handsomely-formed 
horses, the 
wagons being filled with a quantity of 
straw forming a nest for the conventional 
eggs, but which can well serve to hide at 
the same time 


A HANDSOME PIE C E OP JEW E LR Y , 
Destined to the mistress of the house, 
while the horse and wagon is handed over 
to the baby ; then come country peasants 
of different sizes and of different countries 
with a basket of Easter eggs on their arm, 
while there exists some secret opening in 
the head through which bon-bons pass into 
the empty body, or even more substantial 
gifts. 
As may be seen, these presents can 
become as costly as the buyer desires. 
The more ordinary gifts, which entirely 
fill the windows of all the grocery shops, 
are large eggs of chocolate or different col­ 
ored sugar, whose interior is filled with 
small candies. 
Every child claims its 
Easter egg, and considers it ha3 been well 
earned after forty days’ rigid fasting. 
Everybody is supposed to eat a certain 
number of red eggs during the season, and 
they are seen and served everywhere, and 
are peddled in the street the same as bou­ 
quets of violets and cabbage-heads. 
In all 
the wine shops great pyramids of these 
eggs may be seen which the workman calls 
for at the same lime as his glass of wine. 
The price everywhere is two sous a piece, 
so that they are within the reach of the 
poor, and judging from the number which 
m ust be consumed, it Í3 astonishing that 
all Paris does not suffer from indigestion. 
Yesterday was Good Friday, and although 
intended exclusively to be a religious fete, 
the streets were thronged with promeuaders 
without their prayer-books, and the differ­ 
ent conveyances leading to the country 
were crowded by families who appeared 
ready for a day’s enjoyment. 
Good Friday 
is the 
FETE OF T H E BUTCHERS 
And charcutiers, just as the Mi-careme is 
the fete of the washerwomen. 
No meat 
can be bought in Paris on th at day for love 
or money, and no one would eat meat on 
th at day, if not from religious scruples at 
least out of respect for the extended custom 
of the country. 
The butchers, therefore, 
unable to sell their meat, take advantage of 
the occasion to have a fete all to them ­ 
selves, although they do not promenade 
the boeuf-gras, or choose a king among their 
.number to be placed on a tem porary throne. 
Each year on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday preceding Easter, the foire aux 
jambón takes place. 
This is an old, old 
custom which has lost much of its origi­ 
nality. 
Before established markets existed 
and the middle-man came into existence, 
the good country people smoked their hams 
anil 
sausages, 
and 
at 
the appointed 
time 
arrived 
in 
their wagons at 
the 
great general 
market. They came from 
all 
parts 
of 
France, and 
there was 
much rivalry 
between the different de­ 
partments as to the superior quality of the 
nams and the manner of smoking them. 
These good country people now remain at 
home and send their smoked wares by the 
railroads to the merchants in the city, 
who replace the bronzed face of the pay. 
sanne by the bright, intelligent features of 
a city saleswoman. 
On one of the wide 
boulevards leading to the Bastile there 
were seen perhaps 200 booths trimmed 
with sausages and smoked blood-puddings, 
hams and pigs’ tongues. 
The scene was 
very animated, for to each booth belonged 
several merchants, and while a number re­ 
mained within to attend to the purchasers, 
the rest remained outside, w hereat the top 
of their lungs they screeched the perfection 
of their wares and begged tbe passers-by 
to come forward and taste of the sausage. 
This was held in one hand, while in the 
other was a great knife with which a piece 
of the sausage was dexterously shaved away 
for the benefit of the taster. 
The booths 
were small and touched each other, so that 
the different voices mingled in chorus more 
loud than melodious. 
A number of these 
criers were women who seemed not abashed 
to proclaim the virtues of pork. 
Here and 
there 3mall pigs composed of bladders and 
filled with air danced to the breeze above 
the sellers heads, and some 


WORE SPECTACLES, 
\\ ith gay rosettes attached to their feet, 
others had pipes in their mouths, while 
some were crowned with bright green 
leaves, as suggestive of the cochon’s fete. 
Although these bams are the same as those 
sold by the different grocers, the Parisians 
make themselves believe th at by some m et­ 
amorphose they become better and cheaper 
at the foire, and each year finds them 
there choosing their jambón and sausages. 
These booths are quite monotonous in ap­ 
pearance until at tbe extrem ity, where they 
are joined by others devoted exclusively to 
horses’ meat, mules’ 
meat 
and 
asses’ 
meat. 
These 
booths 
are 
gorgeously 
decorated with flowers and ribbons, while 
above are oil paintings representing these 
same animals in a free state roaming over 
vast prairies or through woods and across 
streams. 
The crowd is always very great 
around these booths, and yet in spite of 
the solicitations of tbe different merchants, 
with their great knives adorned with a 
piece of sausage extended tow ard them, 


there is no hurry on their part to taste, 
and the sausages do not seem to dimin­ 
ish. 
Connected with this foire aux jambón 
is the fuire aux ferradle, of which one is 
the continuation of the other. 
These 
merchants of old iron look for all the world 
as though they had passed the last year at 
the bottom of the Seine gathering up all 
the queer instrum ents which their ances­ 
tors, the Gauls, or the trium phant Romans, 
had thrown around loose. 
Of w hat earthly 
use one can make of such twisted, rusty 
objects one can scarcely imagine. 
Be­ 
sides all this rusty iron there are other ob­ 
jects sold by small merchants who are to 
be seen at all the foires. 
There are caps, 
such as are worn by the working-class, 
pieces of cotton lace, muslin for curtains, 
ribbons, combs, 
sponges, 
and so 
on, 
mostly sold by women who are as noisy 
as ttie sausage 
merchants. 
All 
these 
objects are of the cheapest kind, and the 
cry is never above “ two sous a yard, one 
sou, six sous,” and so on, th at the quality 
may easily be imagined. TheD there is the 
ginger-hread merchant, with his wagon full 
of bright ginger bread; the toy merchant, 
who exercises his wares so as to attract the 
attention of the little ones. 
B ut the most 
curious and most picturesque object in this 
assemblage is the marchand de coco. He, 
too, is growing out of date, and although 
so popular during the first Empire and con­ 
tinually to be seen in all the paintings, pic- 
tureajm d engravings of th at time, he is 
rarely seen now except on such occasions 
when there is a resurrection of old cus­ 
toms. 
The peculiar sort of barrel he car­ 
ries on his back is covered with red velvet, 
which was originally of a bright hue, but 
has become much faded with time, for these 
casks are not now renewed. 
Two silver- 
mounted tubes pass in half circles around 
his waist, two other tubes extend around 
his shoulders, on which are fastened silver 
cups or glasses. 
Through one of these 
lower tubes, lie draws coco for the children 
and women, who pay one sou a glass for it, 
and through the other tube passes water, 
with which he rinses the glasses or goblets. 
He carries a little silver bell fastened to 
his waist, which, 
when not 
drawing 
from 
the 
tubes, 
he 
unfastens 
and 
rings 
most 
merrily, 
joining 
his 
voice to the sound by calling out “ Cocl 
coco to drink.” 
He is the friend of the 
children and is most always to be seen the 
center of an infantile groupe. 
On this oc­ 
casion the marchand de coco had w hat the 
French call tin succcs fou. 
The I’arisians 
are very appreciative of th at which costs 
nothing, and as the tasting of the sausages 
was gratis, the crowd did not fail to par­ 
take of about one hundred pieces of sau­ 
sages from the end of the large knives, all 
of which contributed to render them most 
fearfully thirsty, th at not only were these 
fantastic merchants surrounded by children 
and women, but men as well, whose thirst 
would not perm it them the time to reach 
the nearest cafe. 
Everybody left the foire 
with big hams or sausages wrapped in a 
peculiar shade of brown paper, which is 
scarcely to be seen elsewhere, and which 
marked them by all who met them as re­ 
turning from the market. 
The cafes in the 
neighborhood did grand business on those 
days, and scarce room was left on the side­ 
walk for promenaders, so far did the lager 
beer tables extend into the street. 
This 
fete is an opening for the numerous fetes of 
the springtime, the most im portant of 
which is the Fete du pain d'epice or ginger­ 
bread fete and which opens to-morrow on 
Easter day. 
Paris has enjoyed 


TWO GRAND TREATS 
This last week, which have been the im­ 
portant events of the seasoD. 
On Monday 
night there took place at the Grand Opera 
House the first representation of “ Aida,” 
when the orchestra was conducted by 
Verdi in person. 
This event had been 
much talked about, and as some difficul­ 
ties arose lo postpone the opera on two 
occasions, the interest was increased in 
consequence. 
“ A id a” was first sung in 
Paris at the Italian Opera some three years 
ago, and by fine artists, but like all pieces 
at th at theater, it was put on the stage in 
a rather beggarly dress. The same opera at 
the Grand Opera is an entirely different af­ 
fair. 
The whole of the immense stage 
v.Sfe brought into requisition, which ends 
by one continuous mirror, reflecting the 
scenes and even the entire house, until the 
spectator believes he is looking into in­ 
terminable space. 
All th at art and wealth 
could produce was mustered for the occa­ 
sion ; the lirst artists of Paris were called 
upon to design the costumes and paint the 
scenery, and the different roles were con­ 
fided to the best of artists. A fter the night 
had been appointed for the first repre­ 
sentation, and the tickets had been bought 
by the majority of the audience, the 
tenor was taken with a cold, which pre­ 
vented him using his voice. 
The general 
disappointment wa3 very great, and could 
the tenor have heard the lamentations 
caused on his account, were he possessed 
of a heart, lie surely would have committed 
suicide. 
When Mr. Vaucorbeil, the di­ 
rector, thought he could again appoint an 
evening for the im portant event, owing to 
the rapid recovery of the tenor, the poor 
singer was seized with a more angry grippe 
than before. 
Everybody was in despair, 
for Mr. Verdi had serious business which 
called him to his sunny land, yet yielding 
to numerous solicitations he sacrificed all 
for glory, and consented to remain over a 
certain time. 
I t wa3 then the tenor was 
informed th at should he not be able to sing 
on a certain evening his part would be 
given to another. 
The grippe accepted 
this decision as a death-warrant, and im­ 
mediately took its leave, so th at the unfor­ 
tunate tenor made his appearance.cn Mon­ 
day night, and in spite of the discontent he 
had caused was crowned with laurels. 
Each aitist surpassed himself, and, as Gam- 
betta remarked to Verdi, he made his 
baton 
sing, 
and 
the 
orchestra, 
led 
by the famous virtuose, reached such a de­ 
gree of perfection th at one might have be­ 
lieved them an immortal band. Everybody 
received his share of applause, and when I 
say a large number of the audience were 
Italians, you may imagine the frenzy with 
which the great composer and his inter­ 
preters were received. 
Three and four 
times was each artist called before the cur­ 
tain, and when the opera was finished the 
audience refused to leave w ithout an ex­ 
pression of their admiration of Verdi. The 
maestro was called for, but nowhere to be 
found ; the prime donne, the baritones, the 
tenors and even the machinists went in 
search of him. 
A t last he was dragged out 
from a dark corner among the machinery 
and trium phantly brought on the stage be­ 
tween the two prime donne of the evening 
to the delight and satisfaction of the enthu­ 
siastic audience. 
The second grand event was the tragedy 
in verse of “ A ttila,” by Henry de Bornier, 
which took place at the second Theatre 
Francais on Tuesday night. I shall give an 
account of it in my next letter.

Both M. Colonne and M. I’asdeloup have 
been made Chevaliers of the Legion of 
Honor. 
A new opera by Signor Ricci, entitled 
“ Cala di Rienzi,” has been well received 
at Venice. 
. 
Patti is said to be much chagrined a t her 
cold reception in Paris. 
The company 
supporting her was said to be exceedingly 
poor. 
The concert tour of Mine. Marie Rose 
was so successful th at it was prolonged 
two weeks beyond the time originally con­ 
templated. 
Charles Halle finished his aeries of con­ 
certs in Liverpool on the 2d ult., when he 
was assisted by Dr. Joachim, and Miss 
Georgina Burns as vocalist. 
The King and Queen of Spain requested 
Mine. Christine Nilsson to remain in M ad­ 
rid and give three extra performances, 
which she, naturally, was induced to do. 
“ A id a” was to have been brought out at 
the Paris Opera on the 12th u lt.; but 
Maurel, who was to assume the role of the 
King of the -Ethiopians, was taken ill, 
and the performance had to be postponed. 
I t is understood th at arrangements have 
been made between Mr. Mapleson and M. 
Carvalho, of the Opera Comique in Paris, 
for the production of French opera during 
the London season, on the “ off-nights ” of 
the Italian. 
Leon Delibes’ new work, “ Jean de Ni- 
velle,” was successfully produced at the 
Paris Opera Comique last month. 
The 
librettists are MM. Gondinet and Gilíes; 
and the principal interpreters were the 
tenor, M. Talazor, and the soprano, Mine. 
Bilhaut Yauchelet. 
A St. Petersburg dispatch, under date 
of March 10th, says; 
“ After a second 
representation of Rubinstein’s new opera, 
‘Ivan Kalushorikoff,’ at which the Im ­ 
perial family was present, its performance 
has been prohibited. 
The scene of the 
opera is laid in the time of the Czar Ivan 
the Terrible.” 
Mile. Marie Van Zandt made her debut 
at the Paris Opera Comique, on the 18th 
ult., as Mignon. 
Although coldly received 
at first, she soon conquered the audience, 
and long before the performance was over 
had scored a success. 
Adelina Patti, Clara 
Louise Kellogg, Christine Nilsson 
and 
Mme. Carvalho were present, and they all 
expressed themselves delighted with the 
success of the young debutante. 
Miss Minnie Hauck has broken the pre­ 
judice recently attached to foreign vocalists 
in Italy, and the Giornale d iN apoli gives a 
gratifying account of the applause, recalls 
and encores the American soprano was ac­ 
corded for her impersonation of Mignon at 
the Teatro Bellini, at Naples. The news is 
satisfactory on many grounds, as Italy was, 
owing to the musieo-nihilist tendencies cf 
its audiences, fast becoming a land for­ 
bidden to artists of eminence. 
W hen the 
Neapolitans hear Carmen they are likely 
to be still better pleased with Miss Minnie 
Hauck. 
Marie Rose was offered an engagement at 
the Leeds Festival.

should be placed on the same footing as 
Mme. Albani, should th at lady be en­ 
gaged. 
It seems, however, th at the Leeds 
Committee are, with justifiable regard to 
economy, unwilling to have two leading 
prime donne, and the Hon. Secretary says : 
“ Before seeing you in Leeds, as I told 
you, we had made an offer to Mine. Al­ 
bani, and th at has now been accepted.” 
The affair is, therefore, so far as Marie 
Rose is concerned, at an end. 
Early in March the production of “ Jean 
deN ivelle,” the new opera by Leo Delibes, 
took place at the Paris Opera Comique. 
Among the singers the great success was 
for the Princess Engalitcheff (Mme. Eu- 
gally), whose wonderful contralto voice 
knows no rival. 
At the Grand Opera 
“ Aida ” wasgiven, uuderthe conductorship 
of Signor Verdi, quite an innovation in that 
house, where never before a composer was 
allowed to conduct his own piece. 
Signor 
Verdi has composed a few new airs de bal­ 
let, and the mise in scene was of extraordi­ 
nary splendor, to the tune of 800,000. 
Charles Coote, a London musician of 
more than ordinary eminence, ended his 
career March (ith, having suffered for many 
months from heart disease and bronchitis. 
He was in the seventy-second yearof hisage. 
Mr. Coote was born a t W altham Abbey, 
Essex, and brought up from boyhood to 
the musical profession, being articled to 
Joseph H art, and engaged to sing in musical 
farces, liurlettas, etc., in the English operas 
then given at the Lyceum Theater. He 
also studied instrum ental music, and was 
for tiiirtv years pianist to his Grace the 
Duke of Devonshire, traveling with him 
abroad and at home. 
In 1848 Mr. Coote 
organized the quadrille hand which has be­ 
come so celebrated as Coote and Tinney’s. 
A t the Birmingham theaters there is a 
crew which takes upon itself the duties of 
applauding or hissing the principal per­ 
formers. 
Though somewhat akin to the 
cisquera of the French capital, these gal­ 
lery boys differ from them in this respect : 
The former are appointed and paid by the 
managers or perform ers; the latter en­ 
deavor after each show to extort money by 
threats. 
In gangs of threes and fours the 
roughs follow the actors and actresses, and 
even the poorly-paid ballet girls, demand­ 
ing blackmail, and in the event of their 
demands being resisted, using foul lan­ 
guage, and taking their revenge by attend­ 
ing on a subsequent night anil indulging in 
persistent hissing 
This is an old Birming­ 
ham nuisance, and ought to be suppressed 
by the police. 
A very curious private concert was given 
in 1’aris hy M. Emile de Girardin. 
The 
chief feature of the programme was a polka 
burlesque, composed and directed by M. 
Garcin, violin soloist at the I’aris Opera, 
and scored for the following orchestra : 
Eight reed pipes, played by Miles. Daram, 
Thenard and Richard, MM. Melchissedec, 
Mierwinski and other vocalists ; piano, 
two violins (M. Paul Viardot, principal), 
viola, violoncello, drum (M. Jonoieres), 
triangle, trum pet in C (M. Charles de Be- 
riot), whistle (M. Alex, de Girardin), quail 
(M. Saint Saens), cuckoo (M. E. Pessard), 
swallow (M. Lavignac), first dog solo (M. 
Detroyat), second dog solo (M. Hecht), and 
cricket in G (M. A. Dannhause). 
As a 
piece of fooling, the effect is said to have 
been most successful. 
Irving announces th at the delay in the 
revival of “ The Corsican Brothers ” a t the 
Lyceum, London, has been caused by the 
continued success of “ The M erchant of 
Venice.” 
The acting version adapted by 
Dion Boucicault for Charles Kean has been 
procured. 
In the original production, Feb­ 
ruary, 1S52, 
Charles Kean played the 
brothers; Alfred W igan, M. de Chateau 
Renand; M issM urray, Em iliede Lesparre, 
and Janies Vining the Baron deM ontgiron. 
The scenery for Mr. Irving’s revival has, it 
is understood, been ready some time, and 
besides the effects of the ghost— who in the 
Charles Kean version rose on a gradually 
ascending plane before attaining his final 
pose, instead 
of the usual perpendicu­ 
lar arrangem ent—the carnival and ball 
in 
the 
old 
Paris 
Opera 
House, 
in 
the Rue Lepelletier, are expected to be on 
a scale of great splendor. 
Henry Weirlle, 
the new stage manager at the Adelphi, also 
promises a revival of the same piece.

A G eneral D enial of H er H u sb an d ’s S ta te ­ 
m en ts. 
| Card in the New York Herald.] 
N e w Y o r k , April 2, 1880. 
In compliance with the request of my 
counsel and in accordance w ith my own 
desire, I have been reluctant to make my 
private grievances the subject of newspa­ 
per discussion, but my friends insist on my 
noticing the statem ents which have pro­ 
ceeded from Mr. Boucicault in your col­ 
umns and elsewhere, 
He asserts that 
“ more than eleven years ago I put the 
lady away for good and sufficient cause and 
have not lived with her since.” 
In the 
succeeding paragraph he declares that when 
he left England in 1876 “ I left her in pos­ 
session of my house in London, the home 
where she and her children had lived for 
thirteen years. 
She deserted it in 1877.” 
These allegations certainly, to some ex­ 
tent, contradict each other. 
Both cannot 
be true to the full extent. 
The former 
statem ent is untiue both in letter and in 
spirit. 
He then asserts that in the last 
four years “ she has dissipated 836,000.” 
This is evidently unfounded, since all the 
money I have received from Mr. Boucicault 
or which he has paid me during that inter­ 
val, which can in any sense be called a 
gift, is some $3,540. 
The averment that 
“ I secured over $S,000” from him last 
spring is a misrepresentation. 
I played 
with him at Booth's Theater for a week— 
eight performances in all—and our net 
gains amounted to some $12,000. 
He vol­ 
untarily fixed $2,500 as my share, but at 
the close declined to pay me. 
Finally he 
agreed to pay me $1,750, on condition that 
I left the country, which I accepted. 
W hen Mr. Boucicault abandoned Lon­ 
don in 1876, I suggested taking a smaller 
house for my residence as a m atter of econ­ 
omy. 
He fully assented and aided me in 
selecting a cheaper dwelling, to which I re­ 
moved. 
A fter a short interval he refused 
to give me any means of support, and I 
was compelled to sell my only home and 
take refuge in humble lodgings with my 
family. 
1 pawned my trinkets and should 
have been reduced to destitution but for 
the goodness of George Boucicault, who 
made me loans from time to time. 
The 
generous sym pathy of the brother so en­ 
raged Dion Boucicault that he covered him 
with abuse, and it is to this gentleman and 
his family that he refers when he says I 
“ encouraged associates of such character 
that she alienated her elder children.” 
It is true S. L. M. Barlow has been oc­ 
cupied the past three months trying to in­ 
duce Mr. Boucicault to allow me a modest 
income. 
He consented to pay me $3,000 a 
year on condition th at I would give up my 
younger children to his entire control. He 
well knew that I would give up my life as 
readi'y, and his proposition was therefore 
a pretense. 
My present legal adviser hag 
this “ deed of tru st” in his hands. 
As 
some reflections have been cast upon Mr. 
Barlow, I may add that my change of coun­ 
sel was caused by Mr. Barlow’s absence 
from the eity at a time when immediate 
action was necessary. 
Mr. Boucicault has frequently boasted 
that he settled on mo bis “ New Y’ork es­ 
tate in 1860C” This simply means u house 
in East Fifteenth street, which he put in 
my name. 
I t was bought, in great meas­ 
ure, with money I earned, and was m ort­ 
gaged for more than its value by him. For 
twelve years he continued to appropriate 
the entire rent, which amounted to over 
$20,0(10. 
W hat I have since received lias 
barely paid taxes and repairs. A t the same 
time lie put his “ Chicago estate” in my 
name, consisting of five unproductive lots. 
It was in like manner earned by me. From 
1872 I have paid the taxes on the “ estate” 
in question. 
i 
Mr. Boucicault has indulged in dispara­ 
ging remarks, meant to injure me socially 
and professionally, but when the history 
of my case comes to be related in open 
Court I am sure the public will not refuse 
to do me justice, and I ask no more.

The Oakland police have made ninety* 
five arrests thus for this month. 
There are about 15,000 Indians on the 
Navajo Reservation in Arizona. 
_ A Nevada county stage driver occupied 
six hours last 1 hursday in traveling three 
miles. 
The Mendocino Dispatch has been sold 
to Messrs. Peabody and Sefton of Sacra* 
mcnto. 
There is nothing like originality. A Bodie 
sign painter, in his leisure moments, has 
painted a picture of an angel with red hair. 
Nan Bernardino has a cavalry company, 
forty strong, enlisted in the State militia. 
Their arms and accouterments arrived a 
few days ago. 
Four or five days ago Nevada City bovs 
were running around the streets barefoote’d. 
The day after they were engaged in snow­ 
balling and coasting. 
Staging over the Santa Cruz mountains, 
which has continued almost uninterrupt­ 
edly for twenty years, ceased Thursday, 
probably forever, the cars of the S. P. C. 
R. R. Co. running through to the station 
near Felton. 
Big valley, Lassen con nty, is literally afloat. 
P it river is said to be higher than ever 
before. 
From Bleber across the valley for 
five miles it is overflowed, and the mail is 
carried in a boat. 
Many of the ranchers 
have to use boats in going from house to 
barn. 
An overture has been made by the man­ 
agement of the South Pacific Coast Rail­ 
road to extend its line from Pajaro to Hol­ 
lister, the connection to be completed in 
time to carry the present season’s crop, at 
rates fifty per cent, less than those now 
prevailing. 
Living m ust be tolerably expensive a t 
Prescott, Arizona. Judge Silent, the other 
day,, in the divorce suit of Melvin vs. Mel­ 
vin, made an order that the plaintiff 
should pay to the defendant $50 per week 
for her support pending the determination 
of the suit. 
Another cow is said to have arrived in 
Bodie, which will be a great relief to the 
two that have been compelled, during the 
whole of a long and rigorous winter, to fur­ 
nish the 7,000 inhabitants of that town 
with the seventy-live gallons of milk (?) 
consumed daily. 
The Mormons are holding revivals at 
Plaza Hall, San Juan. One night last week 
one of their ministers was interrupted by 
one in his audience, when a hot discussion 
occurred, and the meeting broke up. 
The 
disputants retired to the hotel, where they 
took a drink and renewed the spirited de­ 
bate. 
Several parties from the State of Ne­ 
vada and the southern counties of this 
State have been prospecting for favorable 
opportunities to purchase lands north of 
Marysville, on the line of the Oregon divi­ 
sion of the Central Pacific Railroad, w ith 
a view of settling on the same w ith their 
families.

Brookins, 15 years of age, and was executed 
at Knoxville on the 5th inst.

At 
Dixon, Sol-no county, fears exist that the grain on 
the adobe lands will be drowned out, and that the 
summer-fallow grain will fall down and not be able 
to rise again. At Chico all tne creeks are full, and 
some of them are over their banks. At Windsor, 
Sonoma county, 5.50 inches of rain fell in sixty 
hours. At Colusa nearly 2.50 inches of rain fell yes­ 
terday. At Downier Ule the storm raged with ter­ 
rible fury, and at Forest City ten feet of new snow 
fell. In the vicinity of Napa the lowlands are cov­ 
ered with water, doing great damage to the crops. 
A large section of country around Davisville is inun­ 
dated, two inches of rain falling there in twenty-four 
hours. At Winters the railroad bridge was washed 
away, and Putah and Cache creeks are over their 
banks. At Marysville the Yuba and Feather rivers 
rose considerably, but not to an alarming extent, 
having been higher by six inches earlier In the sea­ 
son. At Oí oville yesterday nearly two inches of rain 
fell, and in the evening the river was rising about 
three inches per hour. At Shasta yesterday rain fell 
in torrents, earning the river to rise rapidly. The 
storm also raged with great fury at Grass Valliy, 
Placerville, Nevada City, Dutch Flat, and in fact in 
every portion of Northern California.

THE STORM AND THE LEVEES. 


M. 
LESSEPS 
AS 
A 
ROMANCER. 


Since his retu rn to France M. Lesseps 
appears to have been inclining more and 
m ore strongly tow ards a rom antic tre a t­ 
m en t of his visit to th e U nited States. 
T here is discernible in th is distinguished 
geutlcm an’s tem peram ent a tendency to 
exaggeration w hich rem inds one of the 
historical narratives of th e elder Dumas. 
W hen th e facts do no t su it him , it is so 
m uch the worse for the facts. 
In th a t case 
he surrounds them w ith a convenient 
padding of his ow n m anufacture, and so 
presents them to his own public. 
Some of 
his recent utterances as reported are tru ly 
rem arkable. 
T hus he says in a letter to 
th e Figaro th a t “ all obstacles to th e con- 
“ struction of th e Panam a canil have been 
“ sw ept aw ay ; the feasibility of its execu- 
“ tion has been dem onstrated theoretically 
“ and p ra ctic a lly ; all im pedim ents have 
“ been rem oved by th e w ill of th e A m eri 
“ can people, 
unanim ously expressed in 
“ public m eetings, and also by th e U nited 
“ S tates G overnm ent.” 
A nd elsew here 
he is m ade to declare th a t already three 
h undred m illions of francs have 
been 
subscribed 
for 
his 
enterprise 
in 
th e 
U nited 
States. 
Is 
it 
th u s 
th a t 
vast projects, re pin in g the investm ent of 
hundreds of m illions of capital, are set 
afloat in these days ? 
Is it really possible 
th a t M . Lesscps relies upon these gross and 
flagrant m isrepresentations to secure the 
contidence 
of European investors ? 
I t 
m ust be concluded a t least th a t he has 
abandoned the hope of obtaining A m erican 
co-operation in th e w ork, for otherw ise he 
w ould hardly have ventured upon sta te­ 
m ents the untruthfulness of w hich m ust 
a t once be defeated on this side of the 
A tlantic. 
F or all who have followed th is 
subject know very well th a t M. Lesseps 
d id not succeed in convincing th e A m eri­ 
can people of th e feasibility of his c a n a l; 
th a t in San Francisco he broke dow n hope­ 
lessly under cross-exam ination, and failed 
signally to explain aw ay several objections, 
an y one of w hich is fatal to its success ; 
th a t a t W ashington, before a Congressional 
Com m ittee, 
C aptain Eads 
exposed the 
im practicability of his plans for handling 
th e flood-waters of th e Chagres river, and 
dem onstrated th e insufficiency of his canal 
for th e commerce it is expected to carry ; 
th a t th e U nited State3 G overnm ent has 
from th e first m anifested a very cold and 
alm ost positively hostile feeling tow ard the 
enterprise, 
and 
th a t 
P resident H ayes 
actually revived th e M onroe doctrine as 
an objection to th e prosecution of aqy 
such w ork under foreign auspices or con­ 
trol. 
In fact th e v isit of M. Lesseps to 
th e U nited S tates resulted in d em onstrat­ 
ing, first, th a t he liim self had n o t suffi­ 
cien tly inform ed him self concerning the 
difficulties of th e u n d e rta k in g ; second, 
th a t his plans were crude, and in m any 
im portant respects fatally defective ; third, 
th a t there is a strong opi>osition in th is 
country to th e opening of such an inter- 
oceanic canal by foreigners ; and fourth, 
th a t th e disposition of A m erican capital­ 
ists to pu t th e ir m oney into his project is 
extrem ely slender. 
W h at good he expects 
to do by ignoring all these notorious facts 
w e do not know, h u t we are very sure th a t 
b y taking th e course he has he will c o t 
disarm opposition in th is conntry, or ren­ 
d er th e accom plishm ent of th e great task 
he has set before him self any th e easier. 


VEST 
ON THE 
INDIANA 


Senator V est, of M issouri, recently re­ 
m arked, in a speech on th e Indian ques­ 
tion, th a t th e sentim entalism of th e N orth 
had hith erto prevented th e Indians from 
having a fair chance. 
T h at th ey had been 
so excluded from all civilizing influences as 
to render th eir progress impossible, and 
th a t th e only way to im prove th eir condi­ 
tio n was to tear aw ay all the harriers th a t 
have been se t up betw een them and the 
w h ites, compel them to live under th e laws 
lik e all other inhabitants of th e country, 
and let them learn by free contact w ith 
th e w hites w h at tjiey will never learn in 
any o th er w ay. 
T here is m uch force in 
this, though it is by no m eans a new doc­ 
trine. 
T here can be no doubt th a t the 
In d ian s have been k ep t hack by th eir 
isolation, and it is possible th a t if th ey 
had been absorbed a century ago, and 
treated as citizens, all trouble w ith them 
w ould have ceased by th is tim e. 
The 
▼ery first thing to be done, how ever, is to 
devise a means of keeping th e U nited 
States Government to its promises w ith 
them . 
W hen th is difficulty is overcome 
it w ill be time enough to advance to such 
experiments as Senator Vest proposes. 


The storm w hich has been raging since 
M onday m orning has already m ade it cer­ 
tain th a t there w ill he very high w ater in 
th e rivers, and it is therefore necessary 
th a t th e security of th e levees should be 
p u t beyond a doubt. 
I t is even possi­ 
ble th a t we m ay be about to have w hat has 
not occurred for m any years, nam ely, a 
conjunction of high w ater in both the 
Am erican and Sacram ento rivers. 
Two 
years ago, w hen th e Sacram ento rose to 
the highest point it had then reached, the 
A m erican w as com paratively low. 
T his 
year there has been unprecedentedly heavy 
and continuous rain m uch fu rth er up the 
A m erican river canyon th an usual, w hile 
the fail of snow in th e Sierras has been 
m uch greater th an for m any years past. 
The fact th a t we have had no high w ater 
as y et m ay n ot count for m uch, moreover, 
for we are a t a tim e of year w hen a few 
days of warm w eather may set in a t any 
m om ent, and w hen consequently m elting 
snow m ay add to th e volume of th e al­ 
ready hank-full rivers. 
The general pros­ 
pect, therefore, is such 
as to call for 
the utm ost precaution, and it w ill no t he 
safe to leave any point of our defenses in 
doubt. 
T he north levee is th e m ost im ­ 
portant line of protective w ork, and n o th ­ 
ing should be left undone to m ake th a t 
invulnerable. 
F or a num ber of years we 
have escaped any serious anxiety on ac­ 


count of th e A m erican river, hu t we cannot 
be sure th a t the same im m unity will he 
ours this spring. 
I t m ust he rem em bered 
also th a t because of th e constant silting 
up of the river bed in front of th e city we 
are left in th e dark as to th e effect of high 
w ater from w inter to w inter, and it th ere­ 
fore becomes all th e m ore necessary to 
guard against every possible danger. There 
has for some tim e been a conflict of opinion 
as to th e stren g th of th e north levee, and 
perhaps th a t conflict is about to be settled 
in th e m ost practical w ay by actual ex­ 
perim ent. 
T he 
city, 
how ever, 
cannot 
afford to tak e any chances on a m atter 
of th is m om ent. 
Those who hold th a t 
th e 
no rth 
levee 
is 
high 
enough 
and strong enough to m eet every pos­ 
sible em ergency m ay be quite right. 
B ut 
if 
th ey 
are 
not 
q u ite 
rig h t 
it 
is 
evident th a t th eir theory exposes th e com­ 
m unity to a great hazard. 
T his is as good 
a tim e as any to recur to the propositions 
for m aking our levees im pregnable which 
have been advanced so frequently ; which 
have alw ays been approved a t the m o m e n t; 
b u t which have been suffered to drop out 
of notice as soon as th e season of high w a­ 
te r had passed. 
I t m ust be apparent now 
th a t Sacram ento is under obligations to 
herself to p u t this m atter beyond th e reach 
of doubt, and th a t steps to th a t end ought 
to be taken a t once. 
I t is a serious draw ­ 
back to th e grow th and prosperity of the 
city th a t w henever an unusually w et sea­ 
son occurs it should become necessary to 
tak e th e state of th e levees into anxious 
consideration. 
W ith a common-sense sys­ 
tem of m anaging them there w ould be no 
ground for apprehension a t any tim e. 


W h a t th is common-sense system m ight 
be we have heretofore shown. 
Seeing th a t 
everything depends upon th e levees, it 
would be th e p a rt of prudence to set apart 
a certain m oderate am ount every year for 
th eir im provem ent, and, beginning by se­ 
curing a finished plan, add by degrees 
to th eir stability, u ntil th e ram parts su r­ 
rounding th e city had been so raised and 
strengthened th a t nothing short of a uni­ 
versal deluge could overcome them . 
By 
this m ethod there w ould be an avoidance 
of burdensom e taxation, and every dollar 
expended w ould aid in th e com pletion of 
one harm onious and connected system . 
This is w hat is w anted, and th e sooner 
th e 
public 
m ake 
up th eir 
m inds to 
adopt this m ethod the b ette r it w ill he for 
th e city. 
H ith erto it has been found im ­ 
possible to sustain th e resolution w hich 
high 
w ater 
alw ays 
brings. 
A t 
this 
m om ent we have no doubt th a t every tax ­ 
payer and property ow ner in Sacram ento 
is heartily iu favor of im proving th e levees 
in every possible w’ay, and th is spirit w ill 
last as long as th e high w ater. 
B u t if the 
tim e of apprehension passes w ithout bring­ 
ing any disaster, a m onth of fair w eather 
w ill dissipate not only th e fears, b u t the 
recollections of th e past, and the general 
reluctance to expend money will take shape 
in a negative resistance to action. 
T his 
is a seasonable m om ent to im press upon 
th e public th e old-fashioned tru th th a t 
th e pitcher w hich goes often to the w ell is 
sure to he broken a t last. To be safe in the 
w inter we m ust tak e precautions in the 
sum m er. 
The repairs w hich are p ut upon 
levees w hile storm s arc raging and in the 
very teeth of danger, are ap t to be insuffi­ 
cient. 
I t is th e w ork quietly and th o r­ 
oughly done a t leisure th a t m ust be relied 
on when the storm comes. 
W e tru st th a t 
th e w ork already done will prove to he of 
th is kind, h u t we m ust point out th a t so 
long as th e river beds are exposed to the 
silting action of m ining debris we can 
never he certain of th e real relation betw een 
the height of our levees and th e possible 
rise of th e w ater, and th a t therefore it is 
incum bent upon us to allow a m argin for 
the risirg of the river bed, w hether it is 
absolutely necessary or not. 
O ver precau­ 
tion never dees any harm in cases of this 
kind. 
It is from over-confidence th a t m is­ 
fortune nearly alw ays arises. 


THE 
TROUBLE 
AT 
YALE. 


The disputation over the atte m p t of 
P resident P orter to exclude H erbert Spencer 
from Y ale continues w ith unabated energy. 
The church press has now entered the arena, 
aud as usual in such cases, is rapidly im ­ 
p artin g a strong flavor of bigotry and in ­ 
tolerance to th e controversy. 
The whole 
trouble, as we have once stated, grew out 
of the em ploym ent by Professor Sum ner of 
Spencer’s volume, entitled “ T he S tudy of 
“ Sociology,” as a text-book. 
Iu th a t 
book M r. Spencer trea ts of the difficulties 
which obstruct th e study of sociology, in 
th e m any form s of bias to which th e hum an 
m ind is liable. 
He exam ines the educa­ 
tional bias, th e patriotic bias, and, among 
others, th e theological bias. I t is probably 
his chapter upon th is last-nam ed d istu rb ­ 
ing influence w hich has moved the ire of 
President P o rter and th e clique th a t is 
urging him on. 
Spencer is compelled, in 
th e elucidation of his argum ent, to show 
how theological bias m ay prevent 
ju st 
conceptions of social phenom ena, and he 
draw s his illustration indifferently from all 
religions. 
I t seems th a t President P orter 
thinks he ought to have excepted C hristian­ 
ity, and should n ot have presum ed to 
intim ate th e possibility of erroneous ideas 
being entertained by theologians of th a t 
creed. 
Obviously, how ever, Spencer could 
not have m ade such an exception, for in 
the first place it w ould have been irrational 
and unscientific, and in th e second place it 
w ould have justified a suspicion th a t he, 
himself, wa3 laboring under theological 
bias, and therefore was unfit to perform 
the task he had undertaken. 
President 
Porter, on his part, is offering very strong 
corroboration of Spencer’s hypothesis, for 
he is showing the world how com pletely 
the theological bias may distort the per­ 


ceptions of educated m en, and how th a t bias 
incapacitates them for th e rational pursuit 
of tru th . 
If, how ever, Y ale is to be con­ 
sidered henceforth an in stitu tio n w here 
sound learning can he obtained, it will 
clearly be necessary for its F aculty to purge 
them selves of th e stigm a of bigotry and 
narrow m indedness w hich this episode m ust 
cause to adhere to them . 


THE STORM. 


THE 
MARSHFIELD 
DISASTER. 


M arshfield is th e county seat of W ebster 
county, M issouri, and contains over 4,000 
souls. T he hurricane w hich sw ept through 
Greene and W ebster counties on M onday 
night alm ost u tterly destroyed this tow n, 
and w hat th e hurricane left a conflagration 
w hich resulted from it finished. 
A more 
sudden and terrib le fate th an th a t w hich 
befell th e inhabitants of M arshfield can 
hardly he imagined. 
T heir 
dw ellings 
hurled in ruins over th eir heads in th e 


dead of night, and th en a fire breaking out 
am id th e w reck, and preventing th e res­ 
cue of those who w ere buried am id the 
debris. 
T his hurricane passed over th e 
country w ith appalling destructiveness, 
and it appears to have been th e center of a 
storm w hich had a rem arkably extended 
area. 
Indeed th e prevalence of severe 
storm s throughout th e country at this tim e 
is alm ost w ithout precedent, the seasons 
appearing to have changed radically in 
m any p arts of th e continent, and w inter 
having continued far into th e m iddle of 
spring even on th e usually m ild Pacific 
coast. 
W h eth er planetary conjunctions or 


sun spots are accountable for these m is­ 
chievous phenom ena can only be conjec­ 
tu red , b u t m ost people will content them ­ 
selves w ith deploring th e effects w ithout 
m aking vain explorations after the causes. 


“ EARLY DAYS." 


How Placerville Came to he Known as 
EaDgtown. 
fMountain Democrat. J 
The soubriquet of H angtow n, by which 
this city w as at one tim e only known, aud 
w hich is now no t unfrequently applied to 
it, had its origin in the hanging by a mob, 
in October, 1850, of a desperado nam ed 
.Richard Crone, h u t know n to th e com m u­ 
n ity by th e noni de plum e of Irish Dick. 
The fellow w as b u t a boy, hardly more 
th an tw enty-one years of age, and came 
across th e plains from St. Louis, in one of 
th e very first train s in th e capacity of a 
cook. 
H e w as of sm all statu re and more 
noticeable because of his outre attire, a 
w ide and peculiar m outh, and large, pro­ 
tru d in g teeth. 
H e took to gam bling as a 
profession, and show ed, by his skill and 
pluck, th a t lie was not unsuited for a busi­ 
ness which, especially a t th a t tim e, was a 
m ost hazardous calling. 
L ike his fellows, 
he never w ent unarm ed, aud like them 
w ould n ot hesitate to use his weapons 
when 
he 
th o u g h t 
it 
w ould 
aid 
his 
cause to do so. 
He soon m ade himself 
w ell 
know n 
throughout 
th e 
camps 
now included in E l Dorado county, h u t 
honored 
“ H a n g to w n ” 
m ost 
generally 
w ith his presence. 
One night, while in 
th e E l D orado saloon, w here now stands 
th e C ary House, he stabbed and alm ost 
instantly killed an em igrant ju st arrived, 
m istaking him, it is said, for some one 
else whom he 
designed m urdering for 
some fancied wrong. 
The m urdered man 
had a brother in tow n, who resolved th at 
“ Irish Dick " s h o u ld die. 
In this d ete r­ 
m ination th e tow n concurred. 
D ick was 
taken from th e place w here th e officers of 
th e law had stationed him , into th e m ain 
street, and tried by a ju ry of citizens, in 
the presence of excited thousands, who 
had collected together from th e surround­ 
ing country. 
The verdict was “ g u ilty ,” 
and so soon as it was pronounced the 
condem ned w as pushed from th e p lat­ 
form w hereon he and th e Sheriff and the 
extem porized C ourt had sat, and hurried 
along w ith th e crow d tow ards the plaza, 
w here th e preparations were m ade for his 
execution. A t th is point th e mob were told 
th a t a sick m an w as in a house near b j, 
and th a t th e uproar seriously troubled him. 
T he crowil a t once returned dow n Main 
street, and up to w hat is nowColoma street, 
to a large oak, near where is now the E pis­ 
copal C nurch. 
M eanwhile, Sheriff “ B ill” 
Rogers, and Alex. H u n ter and Jo h n C lark, 
Constables of th e tow n, fought desperately 
for th e possession of tiie prisoner, bu t 
against the determ ined m ultitude they 
were powerless. 
Throughout th e terrible 
ordeal “ D ick,” w ith a physical courage 
tru ly w onderful, conducted him self w ith 
th e utm ost coolness. 
W hen placed under 
th e tree, w ith th e rope around his neck, he 
begged th e privilege of clim bing upon th e 
tiee and leaping from th e fatal branch. 
B ut th is was denied him , and he was 
jerked up by strong and w illing hands, and 
w as soon a dangling corpse.

CALIFORNIA WONEER — THE P DTI AH 
FALLS OF ALAMEDA COUNTY. 


The m ountain ranges to the southw est of 
our neighboring liam let of D ublin abound 
w ith m any wild and picturesque spots, of 
the existence of which, so near our very 
doors, scarce one-tw entieth of our people 
are aw are. 
Deep, wooded canyons, adown 
the beds of w hich little stream lets leap 
noisily from rock to rock, babble m elodi­ 
ously over the pebbles, or lie in quietude in 
deep, shady pools, indent th e high ridges 
on every hand, each possessing its own 
charm of scene. 
A m ong the prettiest of 
these narrow m ountain canyons is th a t 
know n as th e “ R utiah,” which indents the 
outer and lower ridge about a mile south of 
D ublin. 
M inor ravines open from the 
m ain canyon, each yielding its tin y rivulet 
to sw ell the volume of the larger stream , 
w hich finds its w ay by devious w indings to 
th e willow-covered Bolsa in th e valley be­ 
low. 
The stream is scarcely three miles in 
length, falling in th is short distance over 
six hundred feet. 
T he descent is necessa­ 
rily great, several of th e cascades and falls 
being of considerable m agnitude. 
The 
largest of these, th e P u tiah Falls, are about 
a mile and a half up th e canyon from the 
the public highw ay, aud are reached by a 
steep, though passable private wood road. Up 
this road, which is cu t in th e steep hillside, 
we follow th e w indings of th e canyon, the 
m urm ur of th e stream , as it dashes over the 
jagged rocks, coming ever and anon to our 
ears from th e canyon bottom far below. 
And now, from th e ravine far ahead, we 
hear a perfect rush of w aters, grow ing 
louder as we approach, till, tu rn in g a hold 
prom ontory, we come suddenly upon one 
of th e p rettiest b its of scenery in the 
county of Alameda. 
H igh, wooded ridges 
hem th e view on every side, while in the 
near foreground rises a sheer precipice of 
sm ooth, 
solid, 
moss, 
fern and 
lichen- 
covered rock, from which the little stream 
leaps boldly and bodily to its bow ldtr- 
strev n bed below. 
Above the fall it d arts 
like an arrow for tw en ty feet down the 
rapids, and th en trem bling for an in stant 
on the brink, falls in a long silver-nbbon 
from th e face of the rock, sw aying and 
w avering in the breeze, for nearly fifty 
feet to the base below. 
W ood-clad ridges 
and dark-brow n rock, relieved by the 
bright-green of clinging moss and graceful 
fern, and the m ilky-w hiteness cf the foam- 
laslied fall, form a picture the equal of 
which in wild, natural beauty', one m ust 
go far to find. 
These falls are seen best 
during th e rainy' m onths, as in sum m er 
they dw indle to a m ere th rea d .—[L iver­ 
more H erald.

S u it lias been commenced by th e C ali­ 
fornia Chinese Free M ason Society, 
to 
prevent W ong Ah M ing and others from 
using th a t name, and for $10,000 dam ­ 
ages. 
The Society claims 5,000 m em bers 
in California. 
A t th e m eeting of th e Board of H ealth 
this evening it is expected th a t th e position 
of Q uarantine Officer, now filled by Dr. 
M cA llister, will be declared vacant, and 
Dr. W . B. M ay, Assem blym an from this 
city, elected to the vacancy. 
Jerem iah Stanton, leader of th e ga D g of 
hoodlums, who was shot by Dave Condon, 
a rival leader, d u r in g a row a t the P rin ters’ 
picnic a t Belm ont, on Sunday last, died on 
th e cars near School-House Station, while 
being brought to the city y e s t e r d a y afte r­ 
noon. 
Y esterday afternoon, C litus B arbour ap­ 
plied for a w rit of habeas corpus in the 
case of Denis K earney, to each of tho Su­ 
perior Judges, b u t was refused. 
H e then 
left for Los Angeles to m ake application 
for a w rit from th e Supreme» C ourt, which 
is now sittin g in th a t city.

nitrogen, 
tw enty-five 
tim es 
the 
am ount of phosphates, and a hundred and 
fifteen tim es as m uch fa tty m atter as a n ­ 
other. 
The bran is th e richest portion of 
th e buckw heat, b ut cannot be digested by 
weak stom achs. 
T he finest qualities of 
buckw heat flour, and th e w hite mill dnst 
especially, are very suitable for children 
aud persons in poor health, w hile th e 
stronger varieties require a strong stom ach 
and m uch exercise for th eir perfect diges­ 
tion.—[American M iller.

S a n F ra n c is c o , A pril 20th.—A t about 
8 o’clock this morning an employe of the 
brewers’ supply depot, of the firm of H er­ 
mann & Co., No. 313 Sacramento street, be­ 
tween F ront aud Davis, discovered th at a 
large quantity of loose hops had ignited from 
a defective flue in the second story of the 
building. 
W hen the fire was discovered the 
flames were beyond control of those present, 
and an alarm was turned in from box 2(5, 
which brought out the departm ent. 
Before 
the engines arrived the flames were darting 
out of the windows, and the whole interior of 
the first and second stories was a sheet of 
fire, rendered more fierce by the large quanti­ 
ties of baled hops stored there. 
The fire was 
not gotten under control until a loss of $10,­ 
000 had been sustained, which is fully cov­ 
ered by insurance. 
The building, which is of 
brick, is owned by H alem & Hollay, and was 
also insured.

A bout 7 o’clock Sunday morn­ 
ing the people in the town were startled by 
the intelligence th at a slide had occurred at 
the mine, carrying away the boarding and 
sleeping-house and part of the ore house. 
The exact time of accident number cue is 
not known. 
The 11 o’clock night shift did 
not go on, and the whole foice of men— 
twenty-five iu num ber—were in bed at the 
time. 
Some of those who released them ­ 
selves first made their way to the blacksinith- 
shop, and others stood stamping their feet and 
rubbing their hands until daylight, and being 
barefooted and clad only in their underclothes, 
several were frost-bitter,.

Burns, injured internally and hands and 
feet frozen; Charles Dwyer, feet frozen aud 
face and head braised.

Kurey, M. Rheus, J . Bonneau, C. Butman. 

Con- 
nerton. 
Mr. Fleming, the foreman, was car­ 
ried several hundred feet, but not injured.

Rain came down in torrents, but did not 
abate the enthusiasm or spirits of the crowd, 
which cheered with gusto whenever an op­ 
portunity appeared. 
A tter dinner the party 
proceeded to the platform, where H on. Ralph 
C. Geer delivered an appropriate address, 
after which Airs. Governor Thayer threw 
the first shovelful of earth amid vociferous 
cheering. 
Addresses followed by Governor 
Thayer, J . B. Montgomery, M iss Eva Cool- 
idge and others. 
The celebration closed with 
a grand hall. 
Ah Lee was executed in the jail yard this 
morning a t 11:22. 
H is neck was not broken 
by the fall. 
Life was pronounced extinct in 
twelve m inutes after the drop.

The trees in the yard overlooking the gallows 
were full of men and boys. 
The prisoner was

A fter the reading of the 
death w arrant. Ah Lee was asked if he had 
anything to say. 
He made quite a lengthy 
speech, in which he declared th at he was iu- 
nocent of the crime of m urder; th at his 


c o u s í d , who wa3 now in China, committed 
the m urder; th at at the time of the murder 
he (Ah Lee) was sick in bed. 
He expressed a 
S 
jrfect willingness to die, since he knew that 
row n and Johnson had been executed for 
murder: that lie felt satisfied since the law 
Bhowed no more respect to a white man than 
a Chinaman. 
He spoke through an inter­ 
preter. 
Before the black cap was drawn 
over his face Ah Lee spoke out in English in 
a loud tone, “ Good-by alL” When the phy­ 
sicians pronounced life extinct the body was 
taken down and given into the possession of 
the undertaker. 
Ah Lee expressed great 
fean that his body would come under the dis­ 


secting knife, but seemed resigned to his fate 
when assured th a t his remains should not be 
m utilated.

THE GREAT STORM. 


An Unprecedented Fall of Kain 
in this City. 


high watfbs to be looked foe. 


The Condition of the Rivers and the 
Levees at 1 o’clock this Morning 
—The Yolo Situation—Etc. 


A heavy storm set in here early M onday 
morning. E ver since it has steadily increased 
in intensity. 
B y our telegraphic dispatches 
it will be seen th at the storm is general 
throughout the valleys and on the mountains, 
and th at rain and bdow on the latter, and 
rain in the former, is playing sad havoc with 
property. The rain began to come down most 
heavily about 9 A. M. yesterday, and gradu­ 
ally increased in volume until noon, when the 
heaviest fall of w ater set in which has been 
known in this valley for very many years. 
The rain literally 
CAME DOWN IN A SHEET, 
A nd being driven by a strong southeast gale, 
the appearance wa3 th at of a wall of water. 
This heavy fall continued until 2 P. M., when 
it abated somewhat, and by hali-past 2 the 
rain had dwindled to very fine proportions, 
and at times was but a mere mist. A t 3 p. M. 
it began to rain harder, slackening again at 
4:30, setting in again a t 5, and a t 6 o'clock a t­ 
taining a stage equal to th at which was so 
fearful from 12 to 2. 
THE WIND AND CLOUDS. 
D uring the day the wind blew hard, rising 
at times to a hard gale and then lulling to a 
stiff breeze. 
I t came from a general south­ 
east course. 
A t 11 a. m. it was quite in the 
southwest, and during the noon storm was 
due south. 
A t 3:30 p. M. it held from the 
south, but at ti P. si. set steady in from the 
southeast and began to increase in intensity. 
A t its greatest higfit the wind blew at the 
rate of 32 mile3 an hour, by measurement. 
A t this writing it still holds in th at quarter. 
During the day the sky had a general over­ 
cast of dark gray clouds. 
Beneath this back­ 
ground during the heavy fall of wuter de­ 
scribed, there swept across the sky great masses 
of darker tinted clouds. These covered nearly 
the whole firmament, leaving only a fringe of 
light about the horizon. 
From these clouds 
were discharged the sheet of water. 
This 
discharge, from 12 noon to 2 p. n , measured 
1.99 inches, being but 
ONE ONE-HUNDREDTH 
Less than two inches of waterfall inside of 
two hours. 
D uring the storm a hay barn on 
the railroad, between Eleventh and Twelfth 
streets, blew down. 
The Third street sewer 
failed to discharge the waters fast enough, 
and they backed up through side drains. One 
of these burst and fiooded the basement floors 
of the grocery house of Hall, Luhrs & Co., 
corner of Third and K street, and of the 
hardware house of H untington, Hopkins & 
Co., next west on K street. 
The water was 
discharged so suddenly into these basements 
that but little time was available in which to 
move goods, and the damage cannot but be 
great. 
A t 4 p. M. a steam fire-engine was 
brought into requisition to pum p the water 
out sufficiently to enable the most perishable 
goods to be removed. 
A t Fifth and J streets 
the bulkhead of the sidewalk area gave way, 
and the basement of Lipm an & Co.’s fine dry 
goods store was flooded, but most of the 
goods 
had 
been 
removed 
in 
time 
The water flooded the sidewalk area at 
Scriber’s stables, Fourth street, and of the 
Mansion House, Seventh street. The station- 
house floor being below 
all surrounding 
grades, 
the waters ran 
in 
there 
and 
drenched the entire floor space of the institu­ 
tion. 
On all sides there came accounts of 
flooded cellars and basements. 
On all the 
low grade streets the water had risen from 
the gutters half way to the crown of the 
grade at 6 P. M ., most of the sewers and 
drains being choked. M street, from Seventh 
to Tenth, was at one tim e a sheet of water, 
as was also G street, from Twelfth to Twen­ 
tieth streets. 
Here and there sidewalks on 
low-grades were afloat, and wooden cross­ 
walks generally were much demoralized, and 
still are. 


H A RDLY A STR EET-LEV EL HOUSE 
On the low grades in all the city but reports 
yards and cellars flooded. 
Nearly all the al­ 
leys which are generally below grade are full 
of water. 
A ll iow lots are now lakes, and the 
low grades between high-grade streets are 
simply huge reservoirs, with from six inches 
to two feet of water in them. 
So general is 
the drenching of lots, cellars and open areas, 
th at any enumeration of ther.* is useless. 
On the open parks the water stands as in 
lakes, and at Agricultural Park mauy horses 
have been removed because of the stall floors 
being flooded. The dome of the Capitol b u l l ­ 
ing was leaking, and a small flood descended 
into the rotunda. 
The water beat in through 
the upper portion of the State Printing Office, 
necessitating the discontinuance of work in 
the press-room below, and also in a portion of 
the composing-room. 
THE INCHES THAT TELL. 
The fall of rain from 8 p. M. M onday 
night 
to 
8 
P. 
M. 
last 
night, 
meas­ 
ured by the Signal Service gauge, 
was 
five inches and twenty-eight one hundredths 
of an inch, or oj inches plus. 
This is be­ 
lieved to be the heaviest rainfall here in any 
twenty-four hours on record. 
The rainfall 
for the season, up to 8 r. M. yesterday, aggre­ 
gated 22 26 inches ; up to the same date and 
hour in 1879 the fa 1 was 15.98. 
The fall for 
the present month has been, up to S P. M. 
ye-tcrday, 10.75 inches. This makes April the 
“ boss” month for wet weather. During all day 
yesterday and especially last night there was 
consi Jerable uneasiness manifest among citi­ 
zens relative to the probable high water in 
the rivers, and it was universally conceded 
that the American river levees would be 
thoroughly tested. A reporter of the R ecorD - 
U nion made a trip over most ot the line of 
levees between 3 and 6 P. M. yesterday. 
Be­ 
low the city the waters were not threatening 
the embankments greatly at .Merkley’s or 
Flint's, but some uneasiness was felt as to the 
capacity of the works at Lovedale’s to w ith­ 
stand high water in the Sacramento. 
On 
the north of the city the levees were found 
at Twelfth street to be just washed a t the 
base by the back-water of the American 
river, and the information derived was th at 
the river had risen during the afternoon, after 
3 P. M., at the rate of one foot an hour at 
Lisle’s bridge. 
A t 4 P. M. the w ater w.i- 
running from six inches to one foot deep over 
tfie flats between the river channel and the 
levee. A t Sm ith’s Gardens the water reached 
the levee base as early as 11 A. M.. and at 4 
p. II. was up some two feet on the levee side 
and rising rapidly. 


T H E LA TEST O P TH E STORM. 
A reporter of the R e c o rd -U n io n took foot 
and walker's line a t 10 o’clock last night, and 
traversed the north levee between Twelfth 
and Eighteenth streets, going up and back to 
I street by 12 o’clock. 
The whole north part 
of the city along D, E, F and G streets is a 
sheet of water. 
In many "places fences were 
down and garden trellises and trees wrecked. 
The American river showed no material rise. 
The back-water touches the base of the levee 
all along, and at several points rises on it. 
I t 
needs to raise 
eight feet more to 
greatly 
endanger 
the 
levee.

beyond Sm ith’s Gardens is deemed the 
point of danger in case of 
a sudden 
rise. 
Superintendent Davis has watchmen 
on the levee to give notice of any encroach­ 
ing rise or wash. 
Dispatches from Folsom 
indicate th at a rise may be expected here 
about 11 a. M. to-day. 
The Sacramento 
river at midnight at the foot of K street 
marked 21 feet 10 inches. 
A t 5 P. M. it was 
21 feet 10, at 9, 21 feet 11, and it therefore 
recorded a fall between 9 and midnight. 
A t 
tw enty minutes before 12 another of those 
FIERCE SHOWERS. 
Began to come down as hard as did the first 
at 1 o’clock in the afternoon or the second at 
6 P . M. 
On the Yolo side the workers a t the 
wash-out above the bridge were found to be 
of the opinion th at they had prevented fur­ 
ther washing for the night, but all who live 
in two-story houses have ma le ready to live 
up stairs. 
Those comfortably housed last 
1 night in this city have no idea of the fierce- 
uer-s of the storm. 
A full realization of it 
| ceuld only be had by a midnight tight with 
the pale and the torrents of descending water 
far out on the levees, where the loneliness of 
| the situation, the roaring of the currents, the 
moaning of the wind in the trees, and the 
beat of the rain upon the face in blinding 
sheets of water driven by the blast, made the 
contestants gasp for breath and gave the full­ 
est realization of the might and power of the 
storm king and the helplessness of man when 
th at potentate stretches forth his hand in 
anger. 
TO SAT THAT THERE IS NO DANGER 
Would be to mislead, and to misrepresent the 
best opinions; but to say that the north 
levees are magnificent structures and capable 
of resisting any probable washes if well man­ 
aged and watched is true. 
A railroad track 
runs over the whole line, and every point is 
easy of access with men and material. 
Ex­ 
perienced men, who have often had to deal 
with the American river at high water, ex­ 
press the conviction that the river cannot 
overcome the levees because of the easement 
the waters have across the country northerly; 
but they admit that the growth of willows 
on the opposite side of the river above the 
railroad bridge narrow# the passage way and 
might produce a gorge and unparalleled rise, 


and th at the present storm exceeds in fury 
any th at has preceded it. 
INDICATIONS FROM THE MOUNTAINS. 
On the m ountains it has stormed inces­ 
santly for two days and nights, say advices 
to 1 o’clock this morning. 
Such a severe 
storm has not been known there in A pril 
since the building of the railroad. 
Superin­ 
tendent P ra tt and M aster Mechanic Cooley 
have been hard at work since Monday, work­ 
ing with the men day and night in efforts to 
keep the road open. 
Yesterday small slides 
were occurring all during the day. 
A t 10 
o’clock last night it was snowing and blowing 
hard a t the Summit, with the barometer regis­ 
tering 22.68. 
A t 5:30 yesterday evening it 
began raining very hard a t Blue Canyon, and 
also began at Em igrant Gap about 10 o’clock 
last night, and at 12 o’clock it had turned 
warm and was raining at Cisco, and still 
continues at all three places. Cisco is within 
a few miles of the Summit, and there was 
much snow on the ground when the rain 
began. 
This will serve to swell the rivers 
greatly by to-night. 
A t points beyond those 
stations it is still snowing. 
All trains have 
been stopped th at are west of Em igrant Gap, 
leaving the road clear for the four plows that 
are constantly toiling. 
SLIDES AND DRIFTS 
W ere occurring all day. 
All the laborers 
who could be procured along the route have 
been sent up there to work 
A t 2 P. si. an 
immense slide occurred 2.J miles east of E m i­ 
grant Gap, and 250 men went to work to re­ 
move it. 
A t 9 o’clock, while so engaged, an­ 
other slile came down upon the laborers, 
completely burying a gang of 
THIRTY-SIX CHINAMEN, 
Thirty-three were soon rescued and at 11 
o’clock one was found dead and two are yet 
buried. 
Superintendent P ratt, who was 
prtsent, then ordered the men to cease work 
until after breakfast this morning in order to 
give the heroic toilers 
a 
much - needed 
rest. 
W ork on the big drift will theu 
be renewed. 
I t is expected th at by morning 
all the open places in the sheds will fill with 
snow to their tops, as the snow is very wet 
and heavy, and consequently sliding. 
THE TRAINS. 
The overland train which left here yester­ 
day is at A lta, where it will remain uutil all 
danger is past. 
The lightning train, which 
should have arrived here yesterday afternoon, 
is laid up at Cisco. 
A ll other west-bound 
trains, including the overland, are at Tnickee, 
where they have been held for fifteen hours, 
and no trains are left out on the track. 
The 
lightning train which left for Virginia last 
night went to A lta, transferred passengers to 
the East-bound overland, and will return this 
morning on the regular overland time. 
The 
average depth of the snow-fall at the Summit 
for the thirty-six hours preceding midnight 
was four feet. 
AT TWO O’CLOCK 
This morning the storm still rages, and gives 
no indication of ceasing.
